Great Britaid 
is permanently to loxe the predominant 
position which she bus bithertd held in 
ithis important market, that our Govern- 
ment should recognise “the urgency. of 
removing all restrictions from trading, 
and give every encouragement to British 
interests in China as soon as possible
